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1. Wuhan air defenses have recently been strengthened. SU Ching (5685/7234), 
deputy chief of staff of the Central and South China Military Area (CSCMA), 
has been appointed concurrently Wuhan air defense commander. In July 1952 
two air defense battalions were transferred to the Wuhan area from areas along 
the Peiping-Hankow Railway. Units of these battalions are stationed at 
Liuchiamiao (0491/1367/1680), Hsuchiap'eng (111-30, 31-11), Wangchiatun 
(3769/1367/1076) and Lochiashen Cee On 2 August these units 


held practice maneuvers. 


, LFS SEB SSy TIS SSL Ei TTI TIS the Chuchou 
(113-06, 27-53) Arsenal is supplying the Democratic Republic of Vietnam. This 


arsenal produces primarily ammunition. Caves are being dug near the arsenal 
to store 60 and 81 mm shells. 
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3. On 27 July, about 370 rolls of szup'ing (0934/1627) (sic) cloth were shipped 
through Hankow enroute to Kwengsi. 


4, On 5 August, one motor corps and two hundred trucks of the Supply and Service 
Command, CSCMA, were shipped from Hankow to Canton, where they will be stationed 
permanently. 


5. Five thousand persons engaged in industrial and commercial activities in the 
Wuhan area were arrested during the five-anti's movement. Three thousand were 
later released. The remainder are undergoing labor reform in Lochiashan and 

Ch'iaok'ou (2890/0656) .
